In all probability a large portion, if not the 


who le of this great army will be held there as an army of occu pation for a 


lo ng period after the armistice is signed , their presence being necessary to 


enfo rce a satisfactory peace and possibly ev en to maintain international or­ 


der among ou r former enemies who may be threatened with chaos. 
Bring­ 


ing back these sold iers will be a slower process than send ing them ou t, for 


the reason that Dritlsh ships which took 6 0 per cent of ou r men across will 


be wanted for British serv ice, and we own bu t a limited su pply of tonnage 


ad apted for transports. 


One important effect of peace will be the stoppage of war ind u stries 


which will at the same time increase the activ ity of peace ind u stries. 
The 


nex t most important, also the most d ifficu lt, qu estion will be that of tax a­ 


tio n. The strain of war u pon ou r finances has been tremend ou s; the more 


so becau se o f the v ast su ms loaned to ou r allies which will hav e to be final 


ly retu rned . 
Practically all of the cou ntry ’s sav ings hav e lately gone into 


Liberty bond s, cau sing a heav y withd rawal of fu nd s from inv estment chan 


nels. 


It is all the more important, therefore, that the problem of tax ation 


receiv es thou ghfu l attention from congress with a v iew to initiating a grad ­ 


ual red u ction as soon as possible. 
The cou ntry is qu ite prepared to carry 


a heav y load of tax es for y ears to come; bu t there are some highly objec­ 


tionable prov isions in the present method of tax ation, which in the interest 


o f d omestic peace and prosperity shou ld be mod erated if not remov ed as ear 


ly as possible.— Au rora Beacon-News. 


A British pilot, fly ing in France 
from one aird rome to another, was 
the last machine qf a liight of fiv e 
which stru ck across cou ntry and soon 
afterward ran into clou d s.

In the city of Singapore, d own at 
the end of the Malay peninsu la, there 
is a large colony of Chinese people 
who hav e been giv ing to the entente 
allies with the greatest liberality . Dr. 
J. Stu art Nagle, a Method ist mission­ 
ary and presid ent of the Anglo-Chi* 
nose college of Singapore, has ju st j 
retu rned to the United States to at­ 
tend a conference of his chu rch, and 
tells of the work they hav e d one. 
Many of ihe wealthy Chinese, ho 
sav s, giv e more than a tenth of their 
incomes to aid the allies. 
They con­ 
tribu ted largely to the bu ild ing of the 
battleship Malay a, giv en to the Brit­ 
ish gov ernment by the Fed erated Ma­ 
lay states. 
By a single effort they 
raised $5 7,000 for the Red Cross, and 
the boy s of the Anglo-Chi nose college 
last y ear gav e ov er $2,000 to war 
charities. The Singapore Chinese hav e 
a1 so raised $1.000,000 for the cen­ 
tenary of the Method ist chu rch, the 
pu rpose of which, u s stated by its or­ 
ganizers, is “to conserv e the resu lts of 
Ihe war.”

cause of the objection raised by the 
house, has stood in the way of final 
enactment for several months. 
The 
senate voted to recede on the rider 
without, a roll call today . 
Now that the war is virtually end­ 
ed, speculation was renewed today as 
to the attitude of the president. 
Nullified by Peace. 
The prohibition 
amendment 
for­ 
bids the sale of alcoholic beverages 
“after June 30, 19 19 , until the con­ 
clusion of the present war, and there­ 
after until the termination of demob­ 
ilization, the date of which shall he 
determined and proclaimed 
by 
the 
president.” 
The measure also declares that it is 
for the purpose of conserving the 
man power of the nation and to in­ 
crease efficiency in the production of 
arms, munitions, 
ships, 
food 
and 
clothing for the army and navy .” 
This language, “ wets” pointed out, 
mak es the bill clearly a war 
meas­ 
ure, and, as such, no longer neces­ 
sary .
